Chang-chow- 
foo, and te other at Chin-kiang: We should 
infer also that: at' Hang-chow the siege was 
| proceeding but poorly. ft 
From Yokohama the advices come down to 
j the 16th inst. An important noticetrom the Ja- 
pax Heraldis reproduced below. Jt will be seen 
that the Japanese arp determined, to make an 
effort to expel foreigners from all ports except 
Hakodadi ‘and Nagasaki, and that, in the pro} 
secution oftheir design they contemplate by 
| intimidation, to stop the Yokohama trade. Tl 
| supplies of Silk and ‘Tea had’ been nearly cut 
off, and it was expected that they} would soon 
Cease entirely. ‘Phe trade in Cottpn was most 
luerative to the Japanese; ane of the principal 
dealers had been assassinated. and it was ap- 
prehended, that ‘that ‘articlé nlso would be 
stopped.
